Tetanus is a most serious and often fatal disease that 
is preventable. 

Approximately 500 cases occur in the United States 
each year and the mortality rate, which varies according 
to age and other factors, averages about 35 per cent. 

Even though tetanus is-— 

comparatively rare in oc¬ 
currence, so high is the 
death rate and so dreadful is 
the nature of the illness that 
too much emphasis cannot 
be placed on the necessity 
for obtaining protective im¬ 
munization against the dis¬ 
ease.
